THE PIANO THE BASIS 


...The piano teachers in your city often 
are asked if Johnie and Susie should 
study piano before taking up the vio-| 
lin, and if so, why. | 

There is a very real musical princip- 
al involved in the answer to this! 
question which I wish.to bring to your | 
consideration. 

In these days the elements involved 
in the presentation of music are these: 
rhythm, melody, harmony, counter- 
point, and in the case of the orchestra} 
or organ, tone color. 

The element of time enters into the | 
performance of all musical instru-| 
ments. So does that of melody, except 
in the case of the drums and drum 
family. Harmony and counterpoint do 
not, however. The violinist feels a} 
chord background, but he des not feel 
it as keenly as does the person who | 
plays an instrument like the piano or 
organ where the masses of chords are | 
a part of the idiom of its technic. 

It should, therefore, be obvious after 
a moments reflection, that to deeply | 
instill in the heart of the student a| 
feeling for harmony and counterpoint | 
it would be wise to have him stuat an | 
instrument that requires a rather pro-| 
found knowledge of these subjects. The | 
most general of such instruments is| 
the piano. | 

It is indeed wise to have every ser- 
ious student of music study the piano|
